Cinderella’s story seems much 
like Snow White’s at first: 
Cinderella is treated badly by 
her stepfamily, but she over- 
comes all to win the love of a 
prince. She is also as pretty as 
can be, whether she appears as a 
simple house maiden with her 
hair pulled back or as a glam- 
orous ball guest with her hair 
swept up. Still, Cinderella is a 
very different kind of princess 
than Snow White is. Whereas 
Snow White wishes and waits 
for her love to appear, 
Cinderella wills her dreams to 
come true, and she goes to find 
her Prince Charming at the ball.
